REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Reconsideration and re-examination are hereby requested. 

The claims stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoeda et al. 
(PN 6,276,317). 

The Examiner indicates that a fluid containing chamber has a first piston 74. It is 
first noted that element 74 is not a piston but the shaft. A piston, used in the context of the 
patent application, is "A sliding piece moved by or moving against fluid pressure which 
usually consists of a short cylinder fitting within a cylindrical vessel along which it moves 
back and forth.", see Webster's Ninth New World Collegiate Dictionary, Merriam- Webster 
Inc. Copyright 1 986, copy enclosed. The important point is that a piston is a "sliding piece 
moved by or moving against fluid pressure " . Thus, it is clear that the shaft 74 is not a 
piston since it is not a "sliding piece moved by or moving against fluid pressure ". Thus, 
claims 1-8 are not anticipated by Yoeda et al. (PN 6,276,317). 

New claims 9-16 have been added. The new claims point out that a second piston is 
spaced from the first piston and that motion of the first piston is coupled to the second piston 
through fluid in the fluid-containing chamber. Such an arrangement is not shown in Yoeda et 
al.(PN 6,276,317).
